least one type of event whose occurrences are likely to be of interest to the module and 
monitoring occurrences of events in order to detect an occurrence of the determined type 
of event; and 

a second component that is capable of, in response to the detecting of an 
occurrence of a type of event determined to likely be of interest to a module, notifying 
that module of the detected occurrence.
